reckon , one was brought pmo him which 
ought him ten thouſand Talents. But for- 
aſmuch as he was not able to pay, hu Lord 
commanded himto be ſold, and bu wife and 
children, and all that he had, and payment 
tobe made. The ſeruant fell downe and be- 
ſought him, ſaying : Sir, haue patience with 
me and 1 will pay thee all, Then had the 
Lord pittie of that ſeruant, and looſed hin, 
and forgaue him the debt. So the ſame ſer- 
uant went out , and found one of by fel- 
lowes which ought him an hundred pence : 
And he laid hands on hims, and tooke him by 
the throat , ſaying : Pay that thou oweſt. 
 Andhi; fellow fell downe and beſought him, 
ſaying : Haue patience with mee and 1 will 
pay thee all. And he would not, but he went 
out and caſt him into priſon, till hee ſhould 
pay the debt. So when bu fellowes went 
and ſaw what was done , they were every 
ſorie, and came and told their Maſter all 
that happened. Then hc Lord called hins 
and ſaid onto him : O thow ongractous 
TE ſeruant,

ſernant, I forgaue thee all that debt rhou d-- 
frredſtme , ſhouldeft-not thou alſo haue had 
compaſiion on thy fellow,euen az I bad pit- 
tie onthee? And his Lord was wrath, and 
deliuered him to the Taylers, till he ſhould 
pay all that was due vnto him. So likewiſe 
ſhall my  heauenly Father .doe alſo vnto 
_you, if yee from your. hearts forgive not 
exery on? hi brother their treſpajjes. 
Which when he had read, hee far 
downein thechaire, and pur vpon his - 
head a red quilt cap, hauing aflinnen 
whitc one vnder it turned vp about the 
brimmes : and ſo vndertooke his Text ; 
firſt ſhewing in plaine and familiar ſtile 
the occaſion of our: Sauiours deliue- 
ring this parable, then diſtributing the 
whole into: parts, as they depended 
ene on the other; out of which he choſe 
three principall- points . of doctrine, 
which he propounded to infiſt vpon 
in that Sermon, viz; | 
1 That wearc all debtors to God.

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- 2 That there is an accountto beren.- 
dred to him of this debt, and what kind 
of account God cxpeterh from vs. 

; Mans bardnefle of heart, and fro- 
wardneſlſe, both towards God and to- 
wards his brethren : together with the 
. remedies, which man may vic for the 

procuring of Gods mercy, and curing 
himſelfe from this contagious diſcale 
of ingratitude. | 

Mans debt he amplificd in regard of 

our creation, and Tedemprian,: the ipt- 
rituall and temaperall benefits which 
wee inioy in this world and in Gods 
Church, &c.. _ pt Fa7el 
Vpon the following parts hee: dif. 
courſed with much ychemency, infi- 
{ting eſpecially vpon.thoſe words, 1 for- 
game thee all thy debt, ſhouldeft not thou al- 
ſo haue had compaſſion on thy fellow, enen 
as I had pitie on thee; and thence cxtol- 
ling che infinice mercy and goodnefſſe 
of God, whercby he doth not only giuc

 baft tidgement, if -thedebrof-finne be 
. not atquitted before. Declaring with- 
all- the mercy of God in prouiding 
reancs tocancell this debr, by the Sa- 
craments ordained- in the Catholique 
Church, in ſpeciall by the Sacrament 
 of- Penance; and therein by Contriti- 
on, Confeſſion, and Satisfaftion.

The floare, 
whereon that aſſembly ftood or fate, 
not ſinking by degrees, bur ar one in- 
ſtant failing and falling, by the brea- 
king aſunder of a maine Sommicr or 
Dormer of that floare; which became, 
rogcthcr with the Ioyces and Plancher 
thereto adioyned, with the peoplethere- 
on, rulhed downe with fuch violence, 
char the weight and fall thereof; brake 
mm fundcr another farre ſtronger and

The next morning, according to the 
Lawecs of our Land, which prouidethar 
the Kings Maicſtic ſhould haue an ac- 
count of his Subiccts dying Per infortu- 
#ium, the Coroners Inqueſt was there 
impanclled vyponthe dead corpſes, that 
after thcir view of them, they might 
be buricd with conuenicnt ſpecd. 

By the ſaid Coroner , and Tury, c{peci- 
all care was taken to ſurucy the place, 
and materialls of the ruines with all di- 
ligence, for the finding our the imme-
